1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claims 14-23 must be cancelled because claims 14 and 19 and their dependent 
claims both require applying end caps to cylindrical filters in at least the first three lines 
of the independent claims while the elected apparatus claims 1-12 do not require the 
cylindrical article to be a filter.
